Germany Seeks to Alert Occupation 


Paris. Jan. 6.—Germany appealed to­ 
day for an opportunity to explain rep­ 
arations defaults and avert occupation 
of the Ruhr by France. 
The reparations commission agreed 
to view on Monday the German ex­ 
planation of failure to deliver the re­ 
quired am ount of coal before declar­ 
ing ber in default. 
G reat Britain will take in the m eet­ 
ing and should the explanation be ac­ 
cepted, it will avert trouble in the 
Rhineland Ruhr tem porarily. 
It was 
predicted, 
however, 
th a t 
Germany 
could not satisfactorily explain the de­ 
faults and that France would continue 
with her plans for enforcing payments. 


American Troops to Leave 


W ashington, 
J a n . 
6. — American 
troops will be ordered withdrawn from 
Germany the moment France begins a 
military occupation of the Ruhr val­ 
ley, a high government official said to­ 
day. 
This action will be taken as a pro­ 
test against the threatened French a c ­ 
tion which this governm ent always has 
strongly disapproved, and which it is 
believed menaces the peace of Europe.

So long as there was any prospect of the nations of Europe 
arriving at an agreement America’s entry might have been looked 
upon as a meddling in European affairs and the position of the 
United States would not have been as strong as it is at this time 
when negotiations between the nations of Europe have broken 
down. 
It is never pleasant to enU ;* upon the scene where a dispute 
may lead to a fight in which the combatants may strike the media­ 
tor. 
And ii is not always a pleasure to fight a fire, though people 
will do it lest it spread ami destroy their homes. 
However, the 
condition in Europe does not call tor fire fightiers but for insur­ 
ance agents. 
There is no fire; lait Europe needs someone to take 
the risk of insuring her against a fire in the future. 
American bankers are ready to sit in conference, that they 
may hear the teport of those who have prepared the inventory, 
with a view to granting insurance which will be satisfactory to 
the nations. The nations have failed to agree just what the rates 
ought to be, they have failed to perfect a cooperative system of 
insurance and this country is in a position to go in and fix the 
rates, so that Europe may be insured. Of course there are risks. 
There are always risks; but the rates may lie fixed according to the 
value of the fire prevention facilities of the nations. 
The risks 
are likely to be reduced so that tho rate may be correspondingly 
decreased. 
Surely no one concluded that Europe will destroy her civili­ 
zation for the purpose of Collecting the insurance. 
Taking out 
insurance suggests that the nations who w ant it are conscious that 
they have values to insure, 
Ii they were indifferent in the m at­ 
ter they would let themselves drift into such carelessness of con­ 
sequences that a fire might start at any lime. 
Insurance increases self-respect, and there is every reason 
why our financial institutions should insure Europe on such rates 
as may be satisfactory to themselves and the nations.

“B ill” Haywood’s experience in Russia is in line with that 
of many others who after whooping it lip for some particular idea 
have hopped into a position to hope for the best. 
His experience 
proves that whooping and hopping do not win anything more sub­ 
stantial than hopes, and that when the hopping is finished the 
hopes are dissolved. 
The trouble with extremists is that they will not seek any 
steady improvement, applying the constructive wisdom of the past 
to the problems of the present. 
Unless they can have the whole 
loaf they refuse to take any part of the loaf. 
I hey ask that a 
banquet be served in which each c o u r s e is prepared according to 
their plan and, failing to sit down at such a feast, they decide to 
starve to death. 
Doubtless each man has the right to choose whether he will 
take what he can get, or refuse anything because he cannot have 
all that he wants, but when this attitude is taken to the great 
social, political and economic questions, not only the man who 
makes the choice, but his fellow-citizens also, may sutler as a re­ 
sult of organized refusal to assist in the steady advance of the 
age from what it is to something better. 
This communist, who has consistently whooped it up for a 
change in our government, hopped his hail and entered a country 
boasting of the kind of government he desired; but now, after at­ 
tempting to organize industrial activities in Utopian conditions, 
he is not whooping it up any longer; he has ceased to hop and his 
hopes are turned into despair. 
It might be expected that extremists, who follow the lead of 
Karl Marx, would be satisfied that such theories do not work, 
having watched the experiment in Russia, and that they would be 
compelled by evidence to attempt steady improvement in the 
place of revolutionary change.

There must be movement. 
But this need not be of the character

work and achievement.

try, writes Edwin E. Si os son In the 
World's Work. In 1870 Captain Baken, 
coming back from Jam aica on 
his 
schooner, brought to Boston a 
few 
bunches 
of 
bananas 
as 
curiosities. 
They attracted the attention of A. W. 
Preston, a fruit dealer of Boston, who 
in 1885 started with an investment of 
$‘2,000 the enterprise that became the 
United Fruit company, width now runs 
a fleet of about a hundred steamers to 
the Caribbean and owns lurge planta­ 
tions on the Islands and In Central 
America. 
These localities have been 
transformed from a sanitary and in­ 
dustrial standpoint and supply us with 
some 50,000,000 bunches of bananas a 
year, half a bunch, or 72 bananas, for 
every one of us. 
The bananas are 
picked green and delivered at various 
points of the United States In such a 
state as to ripen within two days from 
arrival. 
All the bananas have to be 
eaten within three weeks from tbs 
lime of picking in the West Indies.
